ON NEURALGIA AND ITS TREATMENT.

Reflex irritation from the eye, nose, mouth, uterus, ovaries, 
intestine; bladder, or rectum may prove to be the exciting 
cause of neuralgia far removed from the seat of the disease. 
According to Ranney congenital errors of refraction and 
anomalies in the eye muscles are chief factors in producing 
the neuropathic disposition, and according to the orificial 
theory of Pratt, the rectum is the hidden cause of many 
neuroses and it would be therefore mere nonsense to deaden 
the paroxysmal pain with narcotics without a thorough ex- 
amination of the patient to find out the totality of his subjec- 


tive and objective symptoms. Medical art and science has 


progressed far more in the last thirty years than for centuries 
before, and father Hahnemann would certainly have taken 
cognizance of this progress if if would have been known in 
his days, and many an obstinate case of neuralgia may 
remain uncured, because in blind reverence to the word 
we neglect these objective examinations, by which alone the 
explanation of some obscure symptom of the case could be 
elucidated. ‘Though there may be no pathological changes 
visible in the nerves or even in the nerve centers, it is a well 
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known fact, that heredity plays here again an important part, 
there is a family tendency to neurotic diseases on the one 
side or to scrofulo-tuberculosis on the other side and Hahne- 
mann’s Psora is no idle dream. Because members of our 
own school are in words and deeds continually attacking this 
| theory of the Altmeister, it behooves us, his disciples, to 
show the verity of that psora theory, though we may call it 
if now a morbid disposition, a lack of resisting power to the

| manifold poisons which surround us everywhere and which 
a. mother nature tries to bring to the surface. Pain is the cry 
Zz for relief, it may be suppressed by narcotics, but such 
bungling treatment is unworthy of a true physician, and still 
i how many homeopathic physicians must plead guilty to such 
| abuses to please, for the moment, their patients, which by a 
: thorough examination of the patient, by careful differentia- 
| tion of the drugs and by the suitable dose according to the 
individuality of the complainant they might have made a 
| cure, a lasting cure, while by the other method they gained 
i} a momentary relief, while the neurosis becomes thus more 
ii | firmly established. 

| It is commonly said that a neuralgic pain is unilateral, 
acute, paroxysmal, remittent, or intermittent, following the 
| course or distribution of a nerve, manifesting itself by. 
tender points, and when some authors affirm that the gene-. 
ral health is but little affected, we beg to disagree with them, . 
for now-a-days the reflex symptoms prove that there is some- 
thing wrong in the make-up of the sufferer which ought to 
be eliminated before we can consider that candidate a hale, 
sound person. 

Our materia medica is entirely too voluminous, and for the 
quantity of material we often fail to learn the distinctive quality 
Ba of the drug. Just see, for Migraine we find recommended: 
anac., ananth., apis., aran., arg. nitr., asaf., bell., calc. 
carb., calc. phos., caul., cimicif., coloc., curare, eupat.. 
perf., gels., glon., helon., ign., indigo, iris, kali bichr., kali. 
} phos., magn. phos., musk, nux vom., op., paris quad., 

— picrate of ammon., plat., sang,. sep., sil., sulph., tarent’ 
Aes i hisp., zinc, and so forth, because acon. and ferr. phos. must. 
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not be neglected. That trigeminal neuralgia nearly offers the 
game amount of remedies. Occipital neuralgia, a sure symp- 
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tom of neurasthenia, often yields to arsenic, that much 


abused panacea of the old school, but also to arn., bell., 


bry., caust., chin., coloc., ferr., ign., kalm., lach., lyc., phos., 


puls., rhus., ruta, spig., sil., sulph. Intercostal neuralgia 
with its herpetic eruptions: agar., arn., ars., bovist., bry., 
calc., carbo veg., chinin. ars., merc., mez., phos., puls., ran 
bulb., rhus., sep. sulph., and thus we might keep on, but let us 
rather see whether we cannot find out the peculiarity of each 
drug and its relation to the reflex symptoms. 


Aconite.—Pain often limited to small spots, unbearable, 
worse at night, burning and benumbing; restless, though 
motion aggravates; hyperesthesia. 


Arnica.—Intercostal neuralgia, simulating pleurisy, worse 


by cough and breathing, having a bruised sensation, and still 
very restless. 


Arsenicum.—Restlessness and weariness during pain, fol- 
lowed by excessive prostration; burning, stinging, darting 
quickly, like red hot needles, from place to place, better by 
warmth, as the affected parts feel cold. 


Belladonna.—Neuralgia with simultaneous vascular excite- 
ment (spig. without it); attacks after gradually rising to an 
intolerable acuteness, cease suddenly, (stannum, gradual in- 
crease and gradual decrease); right side mostly affected,

(kalm.); much twitching and jerking of the muscles; dilated 


pupils—from least jar, (atropine). 


Bismuth.—The most excruciating pains, relieved by contin- 
ual walking about and by taking cold water in the mouth, 
worse by mastication and the touch of warm food; lancinat- 


ing burning pains, as though the face were torn by pincers; 
solitude unbearable. 


Bryonia.—Neuralgia relieved by hard pressure and cold 


applications; worse in the morning after moving about; 


water tastes bitter (Acon. the opposite;) nervous, dry people 


full of bilious irrascibility. 


Cactus grand.—Clock like regularity of the quotidian 


attack; pains pulsating, throbbing, aint right side, 
worse from slightest motion. 
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Calcarea carb.—Migraine from astigmatism with constant 
mist before the eyes in leucophlagmatic constitutions; 
neurosis of the heart, cannot bear tight clothing; aversion to 
open air; hypnotic subjects. 


Calcarea phos.—P ains with a creeping sensation, feeling of 
coldness or of numbness, worse at night and from change of 
weather; uterine diseases. 


Cantharis.—Rheumatic right sided neuralgia, in paroxysms 
and ceasing almost as suddenly as they began (Bell., Atro- 
pine); burning pains and spasmodic cramps in affected side, 
dilatation of pupils, patient irritable and blasphemous. 


Capsicum.—Neuralgia worse by external pressure, a fine 


line of pain coursing along the nerve; burning, pungent pain, 


worse from least draught of air, warm or cold; otalgia. 


Caulophyllum.—Erratic neuralgic pains, now in one place, 


then in another; from female or rheumatic disorders; causing 
great hebetude. 


Chamomilla.—Spiteful irritability; shooting, tearing, puls- 
ating pains. 


Chelidonium.—Neuralgia after injuries, where arnica is not 
well borne; excessive lachrymation in orbital neuralgia, 


pupils contracted, better during early morn, while sweating. 


Chininum arsen.—Violent neuralgic pains in left mammary 
region, as though it were torn with red hot tongs, worse by 
motion and ascending; temporal or supraorbital neuralgia. 


Chininum sulph.—Neuralgia with great regularity in its 
periodicity; often of malarious origin, a latent intermittent. 


Cedron.—Supraorbital quotidian neuralgia with clocklike 
regularity; neuralgic pains post coitum; patient nervous, 
excitable, with cold extremities and congestion to head. 


Cimicifuga.—Reflex neuralgia from sexual affections; great 
debility between menses; sensitive to draughts of air; 


numbness of the whole body, especially arms, worse from 
motion. 


Cina (Santonine).—Periodic twisting pains, wandering 


from one part of the body to another, increased by external 
pressure. 
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Cocculus.—Extreme irritability of the whole nervous sys- 
tem; bruised, numb feeling; neuralgia from ovarian or 


uterine irritation; spasms in face and throat--every after- 
noon; hyperesthetic hysteria. 


Colocynthis.—Neuralgia from chagrin, indigestion, too close 
application; pains of a cramping nature, better by pressure, 
but returning as soon a8 pressure is removed; infraorbital 
neuralgia, affecting the smaller branches of that nerve; cox- 
algia, as if encircled with an iron band, ovarialgia. | 


Coffea crud.—Pains seem unbearable, must walk, tempor- 
arily, better by hard pressure and by holding cold water in 
the mouth; facial neuralgia; wakeful, on a constant move. 


Croton tig.—Pains shooting from the pupil of the eye to the 
occiput; brachialgia, shooting down the whole length of limb, 
worse at night, better after sleep; sensation of hide-bound. 


Cuprum.—Strong metallic taste in mouth (rhus tox.), 
twitching in upper and lower extremities; furious, stunning 
pains from evening through the whole night into next morn- 
ing, worse during menses, better by mesmerism. 


Ferrum met.—Pains of a throbhking character, full, yield- 
ing pulse, worse at night, better by slowly walking about; 


neuralgia after cold washing and overheating; pains dart 
from above downward; chlorosis. 


Ferrum phos.—Stitching, pressing, throbbing pains by 
shaking head or any other motion, accompanied by flushing 


or heat of face, often with vomiting of food, at intervals the 
face looks pale and earthy. 


— Gelsemium.—Inco-ordination of muscles, dilated pupils, 
diplopia, spasms of larynx and pharynx, ovarialgia with 
migraine and trifacial neuralgia, particularly where the pain 
runs intermittingly along one of its divisions at a time; 
temporarily better by stimulants; cardiac neurosis of a 
weakened heart; neuralgia by overexertion. 


Hamamelis.—Neuralgia of testicles, with nausea at night. 


Ignatia.—Supraorbital neuralgia, convulsive twitchings of 


facial muscles; sweet sensitive natures, full of compassion, 
better by lying on painful side. 
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Iris vers.—Migraine, preceded by a blur before the eyes 
and better after vomiting; facial neuralgia, beginning with a 


‘stunning headache every morning after breakfast; deranged 
stomach and prostration. 


Kali bichr.—Soreness of the bones to touch; violent burn- 
ing pains from root of nose along left orbital arch to the 
external angle of the eye, begins morning, worse at noon and 
better evening; painful spot can be covered by tip of finger 


over the inner corner of right eye. 


Kali phos.—Neuralgia in much reduced constitutions with 
paralyzing pains; neuralgia in right side of face, preceding 
from carious tooth, better by cold applications (Magn. phos. 
better by hot applications). 


Kalmia lat.—Right side; pains at irregular times, continue 
for no detinite period, come suddenly or gradually and 
leave as uncertainly; pains in face burning, rending, agonizing, 
periosteal pains, worse by heat and sitting bent, better by 
cold and by standing up; albuminuria. 


Lachesis.—Left sided orbital neuralgia or right sided facial 
pain affecting the under jaw, rising of heat in face before and 
weak feeling in abdomen after attack, 


Lycopodium.—Neuralgia better by lying on affected side, 
jerking, sticking pains in upper and lower extremities, which 
leave them weary and powerless; off and on involuntary jerks; 
feeling as if single parts had gone to sleep; drawing pains 
from above downward. 


Magnesia carb.—Left sided infraorbital neuralgia, violent 
nightly tearing pains in zygomatic bone, driving one out of 


bed and compelling him to walk the floor and skake the head, 


stretching sensation in the skin of the face, as if albumen 
was drying on it; chilliness and coldness. 


Magnesia phos.—(Best given in hot water). Nocturnal 
‘facial or abdominal neuralgia better from warmth and worse 
when getting cold, feels nearly well during the day, pains 
vivid, shooting, stitching, intermittent and changing about. 


Mercurius.—Syphilitic nodes, rheumatism; tearing lan- 
cinating pains, sensation of cold in affected parts with great 
weakness, worse at night in bed.

Mezereum.—Benumbing pains in malar bones and temples, 
chiefly right side, boring in decayed teeth with muscular 
twitchings; neuralgia followed by herpes zoster. 


Natrum mur.—Pains periodic, quotidian, with abundant 
flow of acrid tears, especially after suppressed intermittent; 
yellowish, pale complexion, worse at sea-shore. 


Nux vomica.—Quotidian, matutinal, supraorbital neural- 
gia of excessive severity; great tendency to faint, with 
hyperesthesia of all the senses. 


Phosphorus.— Uterine neuralgia in sensitive women, from 
protracted lactation, etc.; from anemia, especially during 
convalescence; intercostal neuralgia. 


Platina.—Pains begin gently, gradually increase and grad- 
ually decline; ovarian and uterine neuralgia with painful 
feeling of numbness, as if the parts were between screws. 


Pulsatilla.—Erratic, tearing, lancinating pains, worse in 


warm room and from lying with the head low, before midnight. 


Rhododendron.—Ilio-scrotal neuralgia; from wet weather, 
thunderstorm. 


Rhus tox.—Left supraorbital neuralgia; from midnight 


till morning; burning, ulcerative pain, with constant rest- 
lessness. 


Saccharum lact. —Excessively cold neuralgic pains, as if 
produced by a very fine icy-cold needle; neuralgic pains 
passing in every direction through the body. 


Sanguinaria.—Migraine, must kneel down and hold head 
tightly to the floor, shooting, burning pains from left eye to 
head or from the neck upwards, begins mornings, gets worse 
during day and lasts till evening; every seventh day. Neu- 
‘ralgia during cilmaxis. 


Sepia.—Passive portal congestion; great restlessness of 
the body, cannot keep still; aversion to labor; intermittent 
neuralgia; worse mornings, none in daytime and bad again at 
night; neuralgia during pregnancy; jerking, like electric 
shocks, upwards. 


Silicea.—Chronic malnutrition; pains in head with appear- 
ance of small nodules upon the scalp; neuralgic pains in 
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head with a tearing away feeling, a twisting and writhing, 
jerking, as if something were being torn away; suppressed 
sweat; dental nerves affected. 


Snigelia.—Beating of heart precedes the prosopalgia, 
which is roused or worse by eating; neuralgia comes and goes 
with the sun, severe at noon, skin of face swollen and shining; 
neuralgia of eyes; worse right side, followed by extreme sore- 
ness; pain asif parts were pressed asunder; darting pains 
from within outward. 


Stannum.—Obstinate neuralgia, pains come on gently, 
increasing gradually and diminishing gradually; ciliary and 
orbital neuralgia from suppressed intermittents, better by 


hard pressure. 
Staphisagria.—Neuralgia in zygoma, cheeks, mandibula; 


of shoulder and arms; crural neuralgia; sharp pains during 
motion and from least touch on affected parts; arthritic 


nodes. 


Sulphur.—Intermittent periodical neuralgia, worse every day 


at noon or at midnight gradually increasing to that hour and 


then gradually decreasing; painful pressure over eyeballs; 
sudden and frequent flashes of heat all over body; suppressed 
skin affections. 


Zarentula hisp..—Excessive hyperesthesia, worse from the 
slightest touch; neither hot or cold relieves. 


Thwa.—Pains begin in malar bones and eyes and run 
back. Spig. pains begin in occiput and run forward; pains 
of an intense stabbing character and nearly unbearable, worse 
when sitting up, painful spots burn like fire and are sensitive 
to the sun. Sycosis. 


Terebinthina.—Neuralgia brachialis and subscapularis or 
supraorbitalis, worse at night; neuralgia vaga with twitchings 
as from electric shocks, worse from motion. 


Veratrum alb.—Severity of pains makes him delirious and 
crazy, fainting with cold sweat, especially in anemic persons; 
better by moving about. 


Verbascum.—Violent jerking pains or like crushing with 
tongs, caused by sudden draught of air or by passing from 
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the fresh air into warm room; regular quotidian attack 
(Cedron) with considerable coryza and lachrymation. 


Zincum.— Deficient vital power; sleeplessness from sever- 
ity of pain; after abuse of mercury or quinine, worse from 


motion or getting tired, from least touch; hyperesthesia with 
exhaustion. 


If I had to rely on a few drugs for neuralgia, I would study 
up Kalmia lat. for affections of the right side, Spigelia for 
left side, Kali phos. for relief by cold and Magnesia phos. 
for relief by heat, for too often Ll succeeded with one of them 
even in very obstinate cases. 


A CASE OF ACUTE MANIA.

The following case of acute mania is deemed to be of suf- 
ficient interest and importance to merit publication, partly 
because it yielded so promptly and satisfactorily to the indi- 
cated remedy; partly because, from the date of the attack 
until homeopathic treatment was instituted—a period of 


about six weeks—the patient grew steadily worse and worse 


under allopathic treatment; and partly because the cure was 
effected by a comparatively hiyzh potency of a single remedy. 
No little interest, also, attaches to the fact that the attend- 
ing physician, who is the patient's uncle and belongs to the 
dominant school, had called in old-school counsel before 
sending for me.

On reaching the patient’s residence, about 7 Pp. m., the 
doctor submitted to me, in writing, the following history of 
the case : 

“S. B , Oct. 16, type-setter, was in perfect health up 
to about the tenth day of September, when he began to be 
very eccentric and excitable; he always seemed in a great 
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hurry about everything he undertook to do, and was always 
trying to ‘hurry up’ the other workmen in the office; he was 
sleepless, impatient, notional, and so changeable that he 
never confined himself more than a few minutes to any one 
thing. 

_ “Under the impression that the symptoms were due, in a 
measure, at least, to a form of eczema capillitii, which was 
accompanied by an excessive accumulation of dandruff, the 
mother was advised to apply a very strong solution of can- 
_tharides, three or four applications of which had the effect of 
totally suppressing the discharge. This was followed by a 
great aggravation of the symptoms, which finally terminated 
about the first inst. in mania. I now placed the patient 
on the bromide of potassium (10 grs. every three hours), and 
as there was considerable fever present, I added antipyrine 
in 5 grain doses, p. r.n. This treatment had the effect of 
quieting the patient somewhat, but he continued to have 
daily paroxysms of great severity, and for the last two or 
three days they have been more severe and destructive than 
ever before.” 

It appears that during the past week or ten days, the doc- 
tor, under advice of counsel (old-school, of course), had 
‘rung the changes” on chloroform, camphor and opium, 
chloral, and a number of other drugs. This information I 
got from the boy’s mother, who added, to the no little an- 
noyance of the uncle, that ‘‘the doctors will soon have my 
son in the lunatic asylum, and me too, ‘unless they stop 
giving him so much medicine, for every dose makes him 
worse.” | 

I was now taken to the sick chamber where i found the 
patient under the care of the father, grandmother and nurse, 
who were all busy trying to quiet him. On approaching the 
bedside, the lad greeted me as if I were an old acquaintance. 
Said he was glad to see me, wrung my hand in an ecstacy of 
joy, and said he would soon be well. The next moment he 
set up an unearthly yell which was soon followed by a par- 
oxysm of laughing, singing and wild gesticulation; suddenly 
the patient caught up the wash basin at the head of the bed 
and dashed it at his mother; the next moment he sprang 
from the bed and pulled from the wall a large picture, cov- 
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ered by a glass, and broke it into fragments on the floor; last 
of all, he raised his arms above his head and began to pray, 
calling upon the Almighty to take him as they were about to 
kill him. 

As quickly as possible I gave him a dose of Bell. 3 x dil., 
which soon had the effect of quieting him. Examining his 
pupils, I found them greatly contracted, but a few moments 
later they were about normal. The face was somewhat 
flushed, and the patient would start at the slightest noise, 
When questioned about it, he complained of headache, and 
that the light hurt him.

I at once wrote the doctor a very 
emphatic but conciliatory letter, praising him (/) for the suc- 
cess which had already resulted from his able and careful (/) 
management of the case, and strongly urged him not on any 
account to spoil it by giving any other remedy, for I was 
convinced the Bell.

ADDRESS TO THE GRADUATING CLASS. 


[Commencement Exercises of Hahnemann Hospital College of S. F., 1889. ]

The history of the School which confers upon you to-night 
the degree of Doctor of Medicine, has been one of struggle 
and perpetual persecution; and it is your privilege to enter 
its ranks in the hour of its triumphal recognition. In 1842, 
the self-appointed champion and self-ordained priest and 
prophet of Allopathy, Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes, let loose 
his puissant genius upon a suffering world, in an elaborate 
criticism and prophecy, entitled ‘‘Homceopathy and its 
Kindred Delusions.” Time has proven a merciless icono- 
clast in its dealings with his sophomoric idols, not only in 
relation to the criticisms, but, also, as to the prophecies. 
In one breath, this Hercules of old-school reason, assures 
his admiring auditors that Homceopathy is a ‘‘shadowy sys- 
tem,” and that its materia medica ‘‘consists of sugar of milk 
and a nomenclature,” illustrating the nebulous character of 
our terrible drugs by the well-known ‘‘chestnut” of putting 
a drop of tincture in Lake Superior, and taking out a tea- 
spoonful below Niagara Falls, then in the next breath, ina 
frenzy of anxiety for the fate of humanity, this flexible logi- 
cian warns the world that the advocates of this ‘‘miserable 
delusion” are about to poison the human family with this” 
same despicable sac. lac. and a nomenclature. But time and 
history have dealt yet more unkindly with the prophetic 
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utterances of this great luminary. On page 173 he says, 
‘‘The ultra homceopathist will either recant and try to join 

the medical profession, or he will embrace some newer and, 

if possible, equally extravagant doctrine, or he will stick to 

his colors and go down with his sinking doctrines.” You 

are all familiar with Lord Dondreary’s treatment of the 
proverb, ‘‘Birds of a feather flock together.” With his in- 
imitable and hysterical little laugh he says, ‘‘Of course birds 

will flock togava, the idea of a bird wiv only one feava, going 
off in a corner and flocking all by himself.” We know of 
but one authentic instance of Homeopathy flocking into the 

camp of the enemy, and that was not by a flattering major- 
ity. And, if report may be trusted, this solitary deserter is 
not extatic in his loneiy flocking, but has experienced an 
arctic atmosphere in the society of the medical pharisees, 
and the loss of even his single ‘‘feava.” On the other hand, 

since the utterance of this unctious prediction, thousands of 
representative ‘‘regulars” have quietly renounced their big- 
otry, and their physic, and dropped into the triumphant 
ranks of the progressive school of medicine. The only por- 
tion of the florid prophecy that has reached fruition, is that 
in which he says, ‘‘or he will stick to his colors.” ‘To do 
otherwise than stick to his colors, would be to turn from a 
shining path to seek truth in the realms of darkness. As 
fruits of this loyalty, we have in place of what he has char- 
acterized as ‘‘a lifeless delusion, rolling its shapeless bulk 
in the path of a noble science,” a victorious army of 12,000 
_ disciples of Hahnemann in the United States, yearly rein- 
forcing their numbers by hundreds. Ist, from the disgusted 
ranks of this ‘‘noble science,” which Dr. Holmes himself 
has quoted as ‘‘the withered branch,” on no less authority 
than that of the ‘‘British. Association.” 2nd, from sixteen 
well-equipped Homceopathic Colleges in the United States, 
whose curriculi are in their requirements, fully up to any of 
the (so-called) ‘‘Regulars.” This ‘‘shapeless bulk” is further 
augmented by three National Societies, one, the ‘‘American 
Institute of Homceopathy,” having on its list 2,250 names. 

We have also three Sectional Societies, including. two or 
more states in their membership; thirty State and eighty-nine 
Local Societies; twenty-five Miscellaneous Clubs; twenty- 
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eight General Hospitals, with 2,000 beds; thirty-three 
Special Hospitals, with 3,148 beds; forty-three Dispensaries, 
and twenty-three Medical Journals, which is an imperfect 
and under statement of the facts. As a further fruit of loy- 
alty to his colors, the disciple of Homceopathy of to-day 
can cast his exultant eye over the length and breadth of this 
great Republic, and proudly claim over six million faithful 
patrons of the only philosophical and positive system of 
therapeutics. And this clientage is composed of the very 
cream of intelligence and social caste. Across the shining 
decades of a half century of matchless achievement, the 
hosts of Homeopathy, to-night, hurl back to this false 
prophet a defiant denial that we are ‘‘too weak to strike.” 
We strike! and, lo, we cleave but shadowy forms, the shape- 
less creatures of a drunken seer. In the name of our high 
priest, Hahnemann, to-night we prophecy, and may the 
coming years deal more kindly with the children of our in- 
spiration than with Dr. Holmes’ predictions, whose obsequies 
the interests of veracious history have made it our sorrowful 
duty to celebrate to-night. 

And this is our prophecy: Within the next two decades, 
the ‘‘ withered branch of science,” which for ages has cast 
its shadow of bigotry, of ever changing absurdities and death 
across the pathway of a patient and suffering race, shall have 
crumbled to ashes, and over those ashes shall rise triumphant, 
refulgent and perennial, the one only law of cure—‘‘ similia 
similibus curanter.”

Do not hope to convert your 
medical opponents to your views. They will still move 
proudly on, ennobling their ‘‘ noble science” by the discovery 
of what to their exclusive minds are new remedies, though 
those same agents have grown hoary in the service of the 
school of Hahnemann. The most successful missionaries in 
the propagation of your principles will be the intelligent 
multitude who are waiting to reward with their patronage, 
your faithful labors. Medical success is not often the fruit 
of transcendent genius, but rather of conscientious toil, and

If you enter your 
chosen profession with the sole desire for financial success, 
your disappointment is likely to prove two fold; your 
Eldorado will fade before your eager greed, and you shall 
miss the only sure and true reward, that which flows from 
the ennobling consciousness of a supreme desire to amelior- 
ate the sufferings of your fellow men. ‘Though in the path 


of high and sacred duty, you may miss the rich man’s gold.

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OPHTHALMOLOGY AND OTOLOGY.

FOREIGN BODIES IN THE EYE. 


When chips of iron or steel have passed beyond the vitre- 
ous body, it has until quite recently been regarded as an ac- 
cident that almost necessarily involved the loss of the wounded 
member. Even when the metal could be seen and located, 
the serrated edges of the offender usually held so firmly in 
the coats of the eye, that the feeble power of the ordinary 
magnet failed to dislodge it, and even when free in the vitre- 
ous humor, the operator in very rare instances, with the im- 
perfect agencies at his command, was enabled to secure its 
attachment to the magnet, and successful withdrawal. The 
electro-magnet, however, has largely reduced the percentage 
of failures in these cases by placing an immensely augmented 
magnetic power under the easy control of the operator. We 
are in receipt of a brochure of six pages setting forth the clin- 
ical experiences of Dr.W. E. Briggs of Sacramento, and en- 
titled ‘‘Notes on the Electro-Magnet in Ophthalmology.” The 
pamphlet is a reprint from the Occidental Medical Times, 
August, 1889, and though the nine cases reported show bril- 
liant results as compared with the antiquated methods of 
procedure in such cases,we have little doubt that much more 
noteworthy achievements will be attained by the careful and 
assiduous experimenters of the future. F. 


THE ACTION OF COCAINE ON THE HUMAN EYE. 


This agent has now been used long enough in ophthalmic 
practice to determine the following facts as to its action upon 
the eye: | 

The instillation of a two-per-cent solution into the healthy 
eye produces neither pain nor discomfort. It neither affects 
the appearance of the conjunctiva, nor the aspect of the 
fundus oculi under the ophthalmoscope. The movements 
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and tension of the globe are little if any affected. The degree 
of diminution of sensibility of the cornea and conjunctiva, 
varies considerably in different individuals. Anaesthesia 
takes place in from three to five minutes after the instillation, 
and remains from ten to twenty minutes, passing off in about 
half an hour. Other instillations made within an hour, pro- 
duce a more lasting and profound affect. The pupil begins 
to dilate in about ten minutes, depending upon the suscept- 
ibility of the subject, reaching its maximum in about half an 
hour. I[nsome people it is as perfect as that obtained by 
atropia, and lasts about twenty minutes, when the eye slowly 
returns to its normal condition. While dilating ad maximum 
the pupil, it seems to have much less effect upon the accom- 
modation than atropia, and after its use the accommodative 
power is usually restored more quickly than the normal size 
of the pupil. Its use is generally perfectly safe, though 
cases are occasionally met with in which its iastillation into 
the eye is followed by serious consequences. 

We have before mentioned in these columns, that its re- 
peated use on the ocular conjunctiva predisposes, and some 
times produces hyperplasia of the conjunctival connective | 
tissue. Taken in all respects, it is the most perfect and 
stable hobby our friends of the ‘‘only school‘of medicine” 
have found for the past century. F.

THE SOUTHERN HOMCGOPATHIC ASSOCIATION. 


From copies of the Memphis papers received at this office, 


and from personal information from an active participant in 


the proceedings, the HomaopatuH learns that the sixth annual 
meeting of the above association was by far the most success- 
ful ever held. The sessions lasted three days—the 13th, 
14th and 15th of last month—with about fifty Homceopaths 
in attendance, or nearly twice as many as at any previous 
meeting. ‘The papers were numerous—more than could be 
read and preperly discussed, and were of a high order of 
merit; and throughout the entire session the greatest possi- 
ble interest was manifested in everything that transpired, 
that pertained to the good of the members or of our interests 
in general throughout the Southern States. 

The present successful Southern Association is an exam- 
ple of what the energy and pluck of a few zealous and deter- 
mined men can do when they try. When our esteemed con- 
temporary, the Southern Journal of Homeopathy, first pro- 
posed the organization of such a society, the proposition was 
met with the outspoken opposition of nearly all the then 
more prominent practitioners of that territory, who feared 
the effort would but result in failure, owing to the smallness 
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of numbers of our profession in the South, the immensity of 
distances between their fields of work, and the overwhelming 
strength of the old-school, which until very recently has 
dominated everything in the South. Nothing daunted, how- 
ever, and realizing that in union there is strength, the Journal 
persisted, and a half dozen active young men, together with 
a few seniors, set the ball in motion. For two or three years 
the meetings were slimly attended, and the ‘‘I told you so” 
cronies—we have a few of them on this Coast—predicted the 
failure they wished. A year ago the meeting was to have 
been held at Nashville, but was not desired by the profes- 
sion of that city. This opposition awakened its supporters 
to more active effort than ever before, and a profitable meet- 
ing was held at Louisville, to be followed by the more suc- 
cessful one of last month at Memphis. The Association has 
now above a hundred members, some of whom traveled more 
than seven hundred miles to attend the last meeting. Florida, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Arkansas, Texas, Kentucky 
Tennessee, Missouri, Ohio and Illinois were represented in 
the session. 

The next meeting will be held at Birmingham, Alabama. 
Dr. E. Lippincott, of Memphis, is the new President. 

Among the subjects which receive special consideration 
from the Association is the matter of medical legislation in 
the South, and a hot fight will be made for homceopathy’s 
rights whenever they are attacked by the old-school. 

The profession on this Coast might follow with profit the 
example of the Southern profession. A Pacific Institute of 
Homeecpathy, embracing members of the profession from 
Washington, Oregon, Nevada and California, would not be a 
bad idea. There are many interests west of the Rockies to 
be looked after, and the suggestion is offered to the profes- 
sion that organic union on the Pacific Coast would be pleas- 
ant and profitable to us, as organic union has proven pleas- 
ant, helpful and profitable to our profession in the South. 

The Homa@opatH is agreeably surprised at the liberality of 


the Memphis papers in conn:zction with the Southern Asso- 


ciation meeting. The Appeal gave more than four columns 
of space to the proceedings of the first day, and nearly as 
much for the day following. This alone will prove of benefit 
to Southern Homeopathic interests. 
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The Medical Counselor, published at Ann Arbor, contains 
the report, in its November issue, of a case of ectopic preg- 
nancy operated upon by Professor James C. Wood, of the 
Homeceopathic Department of the University of Michigan, in 
which a nine-months foetus, the placenta and the entire 
uterus were removed, the patient recovering. In this opera- 
tion Professor Wood stands entirely alone, no other operator 
having removed the uterus with the foetus and afterbirth, 
with or without recovery. We congratulate the doctor on 
his brilliant achievement, and point with satisfaction to the 
fact that he is a Homceopath. 


WHEN slander is abroad in the land, slander must be 
refuted. The Homaopats calls the attention of the profes- 
sion to the card of Dr. Worth, Secretary of the Board of 
Directors of our College, which appears in this issue and 
which speaks for itself. 


IF every Homceopath on this Coast would take a student 
each year and send him to the Hahnemann Hospital College 
of San Francisco until graduated, and then locate him in one 
of the growing towns of our section, how strong Homcop- 
athy would soon become on the Pacific Slope.

At the White House Homeopathy is represented by the ladies and 
children, Dr. F. A. Gardner being the physician. 


We found time to call on Dr. W. R. King, the prominent, eye, ear and 
throat specialist. The Doctor does a fine business, besides holding prominent 
positions in the hospital, society and dispensary. 

Washington is an excellent place in which to ‘‘book-up” on almost any 


subject; its large scientific libraries and museums, all free, offer excellent, 
opportunities for study.

MICROBES AND CORPUSCLES. 


‘‘The future of preventive medicine,” said Professor Ray- 
Lankester, in a lecture delivered at the London Institution. 
recently, ‘‘is the education of the white blood corpuscle.. 
This minute creature eats and lives and flourishes and dies. 
_ almost like a human being. Its special function is to eat up. 
the poisonous elements which finds its way into the blood. 
When a wound heals it is because these indefatigible cor- 
puscles have found their way to the sore and have eaten, 
- away the injured part. When bacteria get into the system, 
the duty of the corpuscle is to go for them and eat them up. 
If they succeed the patient recovers. If they are out of 
appetite, or the bacteria too tough a morsel for them to at-. 
tack, the patient dies. Sometimes, with unconscious heroism. 
worthy of Marcus Curtius, they purify the bodies in which. 
they live by eating up poisonous particles and then ejecting 
themselves, thus sacrificing their own lives. But such heroic: 
self-immolation is not necessary, if you educate your cor- 
puscle. His education proceeds by inoculation. By accus- 
toming your protoplasmic cell to a low diet of poisonous. 
matter such as the vaccine lymph, it becomes acclimatised, 
as it were, and is strong enough to eat up without inconven- 
ience the germs of small-pox, which would otherwise prove 
fatal. It is these invaluable corpuscles which enable con- 
firmed arsenic eaters to swallow with impunity a dose sufii- 
cient to kill six ordinary men.” - Professor Lankester is of 
the opinion that they can be trained so as to digest the most. 
virulent poisons and deal with a great number of diseases. 


GET OUT OF DOORS. 


It is the close confinement indoors that kills, for human 
beings were not made to live within walls. HKnergy and 
force of character, strong muscles and steady nerves, come 
from the stimulus of out-door exercise and physival contact. 
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with the earth. Luxurious homes and habits of indolence 
are responsible to no inconsiderable degree for the ill-health 
of civilized communities. Eat out of doors, rest out of doors, 
if possible, work out of door, and consider it a high privilege 
to sleep out of doors. ‘‘The air is a cordial of incredible 
value.” Breathe and get all you can of it, for it 1s food as 
essentially as bread and other articles of daily necessity. 


Dr. Peckham gives four rules that should be pasted over 
the favorite seat of every housewife: 1. Do not regard every 
trifling ailment, or attack, or pain, as requiring immediate 
and instantaneous attention. Turn your thoughts to some- 
thing else, and it is not at all unlikely that you will be sur- 
prised after a time to remember even that you had a pain. 
2. Instead of medication try the efficacy of hot or cold 
applications, poultices, mustard pastes, for pains which can 
be relieved in this way. 3. Try simple remedies, if any, for 
the household ailments, such as peppermint, Jamaica ginger 
and aromatic ammonia. 4. Ask your family physician who 
knows you and your indiosyncrasies as well as those of your 
household, to give you some plain directions as to what you 
shall do in cases of the ordinary emergencies which arise in 
your family, such as constipation, diarrhoea. headache, 
sleeplessness, attacks of pain, and the like, and look to him, 
rather than to books and newspaper prescriptions, and the 
recommendations of friends, for advice for those occasions 


when you are not quite sure... re is sufficient warrant 
for sending for him.”
